Johnny Lindquist is dead, 


and the charge against his 
father has been changed from 
aggravated battery to first 
degree murder. 


Johnny was the 7-year-old 


boy who Was taken last March 
from his foster parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Karvanek, 
Tigerton, and returned by the 
court to his natural parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. William Lind- 
quist, Chicago. 


The youngster died in a 


Chicago hospital Thursday. He 
had been there for over a 
month, 
unconscious 
and in 


critical condition, since a se- 


vere beating which police say 
was administered by his fa~- 
ther. 


Lindquist, 31, is being held 


in jail in lieu of a 8100,000 
bond. He reportedly learned of 
his son's death on television 
and asked to call his wife to 
tell her. 


Johnny had been a ward of 


the state since shortly after 
his birth because his parents 
were unable to care for him. 
He spent most of his short life 
in o r p h a n g e s and ioster 
homes. 


Police say the beating took 


place July 28. The state had 


said that as recently as last 
May, caseworker reports indi- 
cated that Johnny and his 
parents were making "satis- 
factory progress toward re- 
establishing t h e i r relation- 
ship."

Is First U.S. Chess Champ 


REYKJAVIK. Iceland (AP)— almost monopolized title 


Bobby Fischer won his own 
Olympics today. The American 
challenger captured the world 
chess championship when Boris 
Spassky of Russia

of people to decrease the amount of eggs they otherwise 
would have eaten." 


Besides, eggs are old fashioned and that's something 


that's hard to market today. "It's a perishable product and 
we haven't updated the packaging in the last 4,000 years." 


Sales Lost 


By that Skinner means that the egg industry is losing the 


chance of marketing high-quality powdered and liquid eggs 
which now are possible to produce. 


On reason for the lag in marketing is because many 


veterans of the Armed Forces in World War II have sad 
memories of the quality of powdered eggs, he said. 


War Memories 


"If it hadn't been for this kind of image we'd have been in 


a lot more usage of powdered and liquid." Today's products 
are vastly different than those of the World War II era, he 
said. 


High prices in 1969 spurred expansion which compound- 


ed unplanned growth because of the vaccine for Marek's 
Disease. A simple lack of demand for the supply has had a 
"drastic" impact. 


"The profit has been nonexistent." 
Now, however, prices may become firm as farmers slowly 


adjust flocks to meet demands, said Skinner.

The allocation will bring 


the total to $29,700 for the 
year in Winnebago County, 
according 
to 
Henry 


Malchow, executive director 
of the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Ser- 
vice m the county. 


At the present time 1,862 


acres of wetland and ad- 
jacent land on 26 farms have 
been enrolled in the water 
bank plan. Funds allocated 
total $14,593, he said. 


Malchow predicted that 


4,000 acres may be enrolled 
this year under the program.

$5 per acre for wetlands, $12

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Nixon Says He'll End Draft 


Objections can be expected from the 


McGovern camp over the timing of 
President Nixon's announcement that 
he will end the military draft by July 1, 
1973, and replace it with an all-volunteer 
armed force. 


The present authority to draft men 


under the Selective Service Act expires 
next June 30. That is 10 months hence 
and the President could just as well 
have made his announcement sometime 
next year. That he chose to do so early 
in the presidential election campaign, 
however, is not too surprising. 


There has been and there still is a 


very good question whether sufficient 
young men -and women for that matter 
-will continue to volunteer for military 
service if they no longer are subject to 
the draft. The best hope for the success 
of an all-volunteer system is a pay scale 
for military service which serves as a 
real inducement. Secretary of Defense 
Laird points out that pay scales have 


risen dramatically in recent years. In 
1965 the military's personnel costs were 
$21 billion. In fiscal 1973 they were $42 
billion despite a total reduction of 
300,000 in that period. "We have had 
great cost growth and we are going to 
have continuing increases," Laird said. 


The President has also asked 


Congress to authorize the payment of 
bonuses of up to $15,000 to volunteers in 
certain critical skills, physicians for 
example. 


The obvious cost of ending the draft 


may cause Congress to take a second 
look when the deadline nears next 
spring. 


But at the moment the President is in 


the enviable position of being able to 
say: "Four years ago I pledged that if 
elected I would work toward ending the 
military draft and establishing in its 
place an all-volunteer armed force." 
And that, if he is elected again, he will 
carry out the pledge next July 1. 


Assessment Reform Ignored 


An enduring undercurrent of polit- 


ical discontent in Wisconsin 
reflects 


the fear and the disillusionment of 
property owners about the pressure of 
their property tax liability. As events ot 
the year have shown, most dramatically 
in the "tax revolt" demonstrations of 
last spring, antagonism is most spec- 
tacularly expressed in some of the rural 
and semi-suburban districts of rapidly 
changing land values in market terms. 


Three years ago the legislature re- 


sponded with clearly reluctant lip service 
to the idea of more reliable assessment 
service as suggested in an admirably 
thorough and studious report of the 
so-called Tarr Commission. It adopted 
the principle of county-wide adminis- 
tration of tax assessment under the 
management of professional specialists, 
utterly removed from the political pres- 
sures that too often are involved in 
many jurisdictions. 


That was acknowledgement, of a 


sort, of deficiencies in much of the 
existing assessment machinery that 
serves Wisconsin. But in the classical 
style of politicians who are aware of 
resistance to even the most defensible of 
reforms, they negated their declared 
purpose 
by 
providing 
that 
the 


inauguration of the county system 
would be at the option of county boards. 
Standing alone that was not necessarily 
fatal. But it also required a two-thirds 
vote of the county board to achieve the 
new system, which was an evasion of 
the nominal reform objective on its face. 


It might be. surmised that this option 


\vas desired bv the counties. Actually it 
wab a t,op to the luial towns and their 
habitual suspicion about any modifica- 
tion of the traditional machinery of local 
go\ t mment, whatever the evidence, the 
need, and the desire of an electoral 
majority. Actually, there is evidence 
that some counties would use a county 
system, and thus demonstrate its worth, 
with a more reasonable law. Kenosha 
county, in fact, already has done so in 
spite of the obstructive two-thirds vote 
requirement. But it is one of the few 
counties in the state controlled by 
members with urban constituencies. 


Now the Wisconsin County Boards 


Association revives the issue of a more 
practicable law by announcing that it 
will consider at its forthcoming con- 
vention a plan to reduce the county 
board approval requirement to a simple 
majority vote. 


"The present system of assessment 


by separate officials in each of the cities, 
tawns and villages within a county is 
often confusing to the property owner, 
lends itself to an undue amount of crit- 
icism, is devoid of uniform assessment 
standards in its execution and doesn't 
uniformly require a scheduled review of 
assessments," the resolution that will be 
before its legislative conference asserts. 


Association convention approval of 


the statement is not assured. But it is 
refreshing to have some evidence that 
all local government officers are not as 
blindly devoted to the status quo on this 
difficult subject, and that somebody is 
willing to renew the assessment reform 
issue before the legislature. 


Religious Holidays and Public Schools 


A new approach to the observance of 


Christmas and Easter has been 
proposed for Madison public schools. 


The Christian celebration of the 


holidays 
and 
the 
accompanying 


frou-frou would be de-emphasized, with 
nativity scenes and Christmas trees, 
crosses and Easter eggs replaced by 
discussion and instruction on religious 
and cultural diversity. 


The same type of study would ac- 


company holidays of faiths other than 
Christianity. 


Nobody would ever claim that a 


philosophical discussion can replace a 
stocking full of goodies for an 8-year- 
old. But Christian children would still 
have their homes and churches in which 
to celebrate the most joyous days of 
their faith, and non-Christian children 
would not be made to feel the alienation 
thrust upon them by celebrations in 
which they have no part. 


The job of the public schools is to 


educate youngsters. This includes 


teaching at least the rudiments of 
various faiths. It is not the job of public 
schools to advocate any one religion, 
not even the dominant religion in a 
community. Public schools are in con- 
cept neither religious nor irreligious, 
they are non-religious, neutral. 


There is a vocal and undoubtedly 


well-meaning 
group 
that 
forms 


wherever religion in the schools is the 
topic. These people carry on as though 
the nation's future were somehow 
dependent upon the teaching to all 
youngsters of a single ethic -their par- 
ticular ethic. Their usual vocalization 
ranges from cries of "Communist" and 
"atheist" to "un-American" and even 
"kill-joy." All these skirt the point. 
Religion as a dogma is to be taught by 
parents and pastors, not by public 
school teachers. 


Good luck to the Religious and 


Public Education Committee in its effort 
to win approval for this program. It is 
both sensible and fair.

endured

required special assistance to 
enable them to compete on 
an equal basis. And there was 
something in that. Clearly it 
was not much to ask that 
when two people of equal 
qualifications 
were 
in 


competition for a 
post, 


preference should be given to 
the black. There was —and is 
—a strong case to be made for 
providing special education 
courses and in-house training 
not only for blacks but for all 
those from disadvantaged 
backgrounds. 


But the situation has gone 


far beyond that. It has 
reached the point in many 
instances where a black of 
inferior 
qualifications is 


preferred to a white with 
superior ones. A black with a 
modest academic record ca"n 
frequently take his choice of 
half a dozen prestigious 
colleges; a white with the 
same or better grades often 
will have to settle for a state 
university. Business firms vie 
with one another for black 
graduates; the "no vacancy" 
sign may well be out for 
white graduates of the same 
institutions with better rec- 
ords. Some supervisors of gov- 
ernment departments, aware 
that their own advance- 
ment may depend on meet- 
ing 
"goals" 
in 
minority 


hiring, convert these "goals" 
into "quotas," which is quite 
-a diffferent thing. 


Preference Discrimination 
In 
short, 
blacks 
of 


moderate accomplishment 
have been on to a very good 
thing, ;ahd those of superior 
ability can virtually write 
their own tickets. In the end, 
howeVer, giving preference 
to one group 
necessarily 


meant discriminating against 
othersr-and it is ironic that 
Jews, who played a major 
role in the civil rights strug- 
gle, were one of the first 
groups to articulate this basic 
and obvious fact. 


So perhaps we're about to 


get back to the sound prin- 
ciple of a color-blind society. 
Nor will blacks be the losers. 
For "while there clearly is a 
short-run benefit to them in a 
quota system, such a system 
in essence is a negation of 
their individual worth and a 
denial of their humanity. For 
an open society — and ours is 
that — is one based on in- 
dividual rights, not group 
rights. Playing the numbers 
game is just too much of a 
gamble for a democracy to 
take.

Not only 
that, they tend to define their 
family origins more precisely. 


For example, in Milwaukee 


they refer to Bavarians, and 
eating and drinking places 
carry that description. The 


other day I casually inquired 
of a leading local politician 
about his family background. 
His immigrant grandfather 
came from Pomerania, he 
said matter-of-factly. Before 
Bismarck, of course

Cork, you know the list. 
Probably you will get to 
Green 
Bay. 
The 
neigh- 


borhood has perhaps the 
strongest flavoring of cit- 
izens of Belgian descent in 
the country. You had better 
remember also that there are 
Flemish 
Belgians 
and 


Walloon Belgians, along with 
Canadian French. 


You will find hundreds of 


voters with Danish names in 
Racine and you will stub your 
toe in Milwaukee if you talk 
only about-the valiant Poles 
and forget about the Croats 
and the Serbs and the other 
divisions of the" 19th Century 
wave from eastern Europe 
and the thousands of descen- 
dants making good there. 


You may have heard about 


the Wisconsin Swiss and 
their pretty New Glarus, and 
the many enclaves of the 
grandsons and great-grand- 
sons 
and 
daughters of 


Hollanders. There are Towns 
of Holland in Brown and 
Sheboygan counties. Oost- 
burg tells its own story. 


There are sprinklings of 


Dutch-descended 
indepen- 


dent voters throughout eas- 
tern Wisconsin and notably 
in the Fox River Valley. But 
be careful. Like the Irish they 
tend to identify according to 
provinces. 
You 
might 


remember such names as 
Friesland, 
Brabant, 
Gel- 


derland, even as with the 
Irish county bit.

Two new world's records 


were set in July. If you asked 
the man sitting in front of the 
TV set, he could most likely 
name one of them: A gangly 
youth named Seagren set a 
world's record of 18 feet 5 
3<4 


inches for the pole vault at 
the U.S. Olympic Trials, in 
Eugene, Ore. 


That same week, however, 


another and quite different 
world's record was set in Ba- 
tavia, 111. The Atomic Energy 
Commission's 
year-old 


nuclear accelerator reached a 
new energy level of 300 
billion electron volts — ex- 
ceeding by 50 per cent the 
previous world record of 200 
billion volts. 


Dull, isn't it, compared to 


Seagren's leap of over six 
yards into outer space? But, 
as the protons raced through 
the four-mile-long accelera- 
tor track at the highest 
energy ever imparted by man 
to atomic particles, some 
startling things were about to 
heppan. 


Scientists will now be able 


to delve far more deeply into 
the substructure of atoms, 
researching the basic build- 
ing-block of the 
atomic 


nucleus. Out of this profound 
inquiry may \ cry well come a 
revolution in our whole un- 
derstanding of matter and the 
universe. 


EventualK, the Batavia 


physicists hope to increase 
the accelerator's energy level 
to 500 billion electron volts, 
more than double its previous 
limit. Can Seagren, or anyone 
else, hope to double the 
world's pole vaulting record 
by leaping a few more yards 
into the air? 


Please don't put this down 


as a put-down of any athlete's 
achievements. It is a good 
and glorious thing that man 
uses his body to the fullest, 
and exhibits what spec- 
tacular feats we are capable 
of, when the whole organism 
is sharply honed for a single 
purpose. When I was a lad, 
the "four-minute mile" was 
deemed nearly impossible. 


What I am putting down is 


our lop-sided sense of values 
and our own single focus of 
interest. Although we are the 
first generation to be living 
fully in the atomic age, we 
comprehend as little about it 
as savages took notice of the 
First 
Law 
of 
Ther- 


modynamics. 


I don't mean we can be ex- 


pected to understand the 
technical aspects of atomic 
research — but we can, and 
should, take a 
spirited 


interest 
in 
the 
social, 


economic 
and 
political 


implications of the new 
physics. For our impending 
power to create power adds a 
whole new dimension to 
mankind's 
existence: 
it 


makes old problems obsolete, 
and rearranges the whole 
chessboard we have always 
taken for granted. 


Tremendous events are 


taking place in every area of 
scientific inquiry; events that 
are bound to reshape our, and 
our children's, lives. But as 
long as our collective atten- 
tion is distracted by a pole- 
vaulter soaring over a bar, we 
shall remain ignorant and 
voiceless about the direction 
and distance the accelerator 
will be taking us -and about 
who is running it, for what 
dark purpose.
